While the sale of Post 
Office jobs has received the greatest 
amount of publicity, the hearings here 
in Washington indicate that this group 
was playing for higher stakes and were 
peddling their “influence” with big 
contractors and others seeking Federal 
contracts. Just what this will disclose 
in detail is not yet certain, but enough 
has been shown to indicate that some 
of the higher ups in the group were 
playing for big stakes. Testimony was 
given at the first day’s hearings indi- 
cating that this influence was reaching 
the White House. The name of Donald 
Dawson, one of the Presidents aides, 
who also figured in the RFC investi- 
gation some weeks ago, was prominent- 
ly mentioned. 

While we had received numerous 
underground reports and hints of a 
general nature of this scandal for the 
past year or more, we had no idea that 
it was so extensive. However, we had 
enough to report to Congressional lead- 
ers from time to time over a period of 
more than a year that this thing was 
going to become a national scandal if 
a change were not made. Cerily, the 
chickens have come home to roost—on 
the Administration’s doorsteps. 

One of the tragedies of this scandal 
that is now coming to the attention of 
members of the Mississippi Delegation 
is that many Mississippians were led to 
believe that this was the accepted and 
in fact the only way for them to get 
these jobs—to pay for them. The Post 
Office Department is now in process 
of removing these appointees summar- 
ily. And the Post Office Department, 
which has conducted its own indepen- 
dent investigation, has indicated that 
charges may be pressed against them. 
It is certainly to be hoped that the 
powerful Federal Government will not 
prosecute these job seekers, many of

great country. Feed grain production 
is the key to our national agricultural 
defense effort. Present high levels of 
livestock and poultry production can- 
not be maintained unless a larger sup- 
ply of grain and other feed crops are 
produced in 1951. The success of our 
agricultural’ mobilization effort—high 
production in 1951-—will be determined 
in great measure by our success in get- 
ting increased production of feed. 

“The average yield per acre for 
corn in Mississippi from 1939 to 1948 
was 16.9 bushels per acre. The aver- 
age yield per acre for com in Missia-' 
sippi in 1950 was 26.5 bushels per 
acre. Farmers in Mississippi are more 
and more becoming aware of good 
conservation practices to increase yields 
per acre. In areas where agricultural 
conservation practices have been ap- 
plied to the land for several years, the 
land is more productive and yields per 
acre are higher. With proper treatment 
of the land and continued conservation 
practices to-‘build up the productive 
capacity of the soil our corn yields 
per acre will continue to grow and the 
farm land will become more and more 
capable with each passing year. 

“It has been proved that in areas 
where good conservation practices have 
been applied farmers can produce more 
than 100 bushels of corn per acre with 
proper farming methods and favorable 
weather. The farmers who get the high- 
er yields per acre are the ones who 
make the most profit. It takes just as 
much time to plant and cultivate a good 
crop as it does a poor one. Total ex- 
penses run about as high for a low 
yielding crop es a high yielding one. 
When a farmen has a poor crop he has 
little or nothing left after he has paid 
his expenses. If your yield of com i 
down around the average or below for 
your area, then it is time to investi- 
gate methods of agricultural conserva- 
tion to increase the productive cape- 
city of your soil in the years ahead. 
With proper agricultural conservation 
practices, application of the needed 
plant foods and use of hybrid seod 
the farmer will not only get 


million dollars, just as it has cut the 
three other appropriation bills drastic- 
ally which have already been consider- 
ed. This is in line and a part of the 
program which a number of us agreed 
upon early in the year when we, with- 
out publicity and without fanfare, ac- 
cepted the President’s challenge to cut 
his budget. So effective has been this 
group that the old veteran and highly 
respected Chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee, Congressman Robert 
Doughton of North Carolina, was caused 
to observe, off the record, that if we 
continued the good work he would not 
be forced to keep raising taxes. All of 
these cuts are made only after hard 
work and careful planning and over 
bitter Administration opposition. None 
of the bills have yet been considered 
in the Senate, which is traditionally a 
more liberal body than the House in 
the matter of appropriations. It will 
be interesting to observe whether the 
Senate will be likewise economy mind 
ed. 


ARMED FORCES DAY 


The second annual observance of 
Armed Forces Day (May 19) is both 
a reminder and a challenge. It calls 
to mind, in this period when the coun- 
try is largely in the grip of apathy 
and confusion, the unpleasant realities 
that face us, and, by so doing, it should 
spur each of us into an unselfish, 
patriotic effort to help prepare this 
nation to meet those realities.
